Overseers  of  the  Poor  Report. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  present  the  following  report :  — 

The  net  expense  of  maintaining  the  poor  of  this  town  during 
the  past  year  has  been  $7656,  a  reduction  of  $1197  from  the 
previous  year,  notwithstanding  the  increased  expense  at  the  Town 
Farm  caused  by  the  burning  of  the  buildings  last  July.  The  mild 
winter  has  made  calls  for  aid  less  frequent,  and  a  close  investigation 
of  cases  has  resulted  in  the  cutting  off  entirely  of  some  who  have 
been  receiving  aid  for  years,  and  a  reduction  of  the  amount  furnished 
to  others.  One  settlement  which  had  been  credited  to  Palmer 
through  unintentional  erroneous  statements  has  been  proved  to  be  in 
the  town  of  Barre,  and  the  Overseers  of  that  town  have  refunded  the 
amount  paid  for  the  pauper's  support  by  the  town  of  Palmer, 
although  not  legally  required  to  do  so. 

The  total  orders  drawn  were  $1139  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tion, the  additional  funds  used  in  their  payment  being  the  money 
paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the  Warden  of  the  Town  Farm,  and 
the  return  of  money  previously  paid  for  the  support  of  poor  belong- 
ing to  other  towns  and  cities  and  to  the  state. 

The  burning  of  the  Town  Farm  buildings,  with  the  barn  filled 
with  crops,  has  of  necessity  increased  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
poor  at  the  farm,  yet  the  Overseers  are  pleased  to  report  that  the 
weekly  cost  of  board  per  inmate  is  only  49  cents  greater  than  last 
year,  or  $3.35.  It  is  only  fair  to  state,  however,  that  included  in 
this  cost  are  many  items  which  might  be  classed  in  the  nature  of  per- 
manent improvements,  such  as  the  purchase  of  furniture  and  uten- 
sils, and  the  reconstruction  of  the  water  supply,  which  was  found  to 
be  absolutely  necessary. 

The  income  at  the  farm  for  the  year  has  been  $1104,  in  addition 
to  which  the  warden  and  inmates  did  work  to  the  value  of  $395  on 
the  foundations  for  the  new  buildings. 
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it  has  been  a  custom  of  the  Overseers  to  give  to  needy  persons 
orders  on  grocers  and  markets  for  a  certain  amount  of  weekly  aid. 
A  careful  scrutiny  of  the  bills  rendered  has  shown  that  many 
articles  which  come  under  the  class  of  luxuries  rather  than  neces- 
saries were  being  paid  for  by  the  town.  The  Overseers,  believing 
that  the  Town  was  willing  to  provide  necessaries  but  not  luxuries, 
have  adopted  the  method  employed  in  cities  and  most  of  the 
larger  towns  and  issued  a  list  of  articles  to  which  applicants  for  aid 
are  restricted.    The  list  is  as  follows  :

Any  number  of  articles  on  the  list  may  be  had  each  week  to 
the  amount  of  the  order  given,  but  no  others  except  by  special 
order.  In  case  of  sickness  or  other  unusual  circumstances,  orders 
for  other  articles  are  given. 

The  plan  of  awarding  a  contract  to  one  dealer  for  all  the  meat 
furnished  to  the  Town  Farm  was  tried  last  year.  It  proved  so 
satisfactory  that  the  arrangement  was  continued  this  year,  and  a  con- 
tract for  the  groceries  was  also  made.  Bids  were  invited  from  all 
the  dealers,  and  the  meat  contract  was  given  to  Frederick  Thompson 
at  a  discount  of  10%  from  the  monthly  bills.  The  groceries  contract 
was  given  to  W.  E.  Stone  &  Son  at  12J%  discount  on  groceries, 
5%  on  flour  and  1%  on  sugar.  This  arrangement  has  resulted  in 
a  material  saving  on  these  two  items,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  plan 
will  be  extended  to  other  lines  of  supplies  during  the  coming  year. 

A  new  water  supply  must  be  secured  for  the  Town  Farm.  The 
former  supply  was  from  springs  near  the  house,  but  these  have  failed 
until  there  is  not  now  enough  for  house  purposes,  and  only  sufficient

to  run  one  of  the  two  hydraulic  rams  formerly  used.  The  whole 
system  had  to  be  overhauled ;  a  new  dam  was  built  and  one  of  the 
rams  installed  to  send  the  water  to  the  barn. 

Much  of  the  house  equipment  was  destroyed  by  the  fire  and  will 
need  to  be  replaced  before  the  house  can  be  used.  This  includes 
furniture,  crockery,  utensils,  etc.  A  list  has  been  prepared  of  the 
material  necessary,  and  the  Overseers  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$600  for  its  purchase. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  financial  report  that  there  is  very  little 
money  due  the  poor  department.  The  Overseers  therefore  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  coming  year,  and  ask  that 
the  Town  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  add  thereto  the  monies  received 
for  support  of  11  Poor  of  Other  Towns  "  and  "  Poor  of  the  State,"  as 
these  sums  are  paid  from  the  appropriation  before  their  reimburse- 
ment ;  also  the  cash  receipts  from  the  town  farm.

Board  of  Health  Report. 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 
This  Board  is  pleased  to  report  fewer  cases  of  contagious  and  in- 
fectious diseases  than  for  many  years.  We  believe  this  to  be  due  to 
rigidly  enforced  quarantine  and  the  cooperation  of  householders  in 
infected  places.  Of  the  seven  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported,  three 
of  them  at  least  were  contracted  in  places  outside  of  Palmer.  With 
this  thought  in  mind  the  following  table  will  be  found  very 
interesting.

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  this  association  I  herewith 
present  the  annual  report : 

Our  aim  this  year  has  been  to  make  the  library  more  useful  to 
the  boys  and  girls  of  the  town  by  adding  such  standard  works  as 
were  best  suited  for  younger  readers.  A  classified  list  of  all  the 
books  in  the  library  according  to  grades  in  the  public  schools  has 
been  made  and  is  now  ready  for  the  printer.  While  building  up 
this  department  after  consulting  the  trustees,  we  hired  from  the 
Tabard  Inn  Library  of  Philadelphia  50  books  which  can  be 
exchanged  as  many  times  during  the  year  as  we  see  fit.  As  this 
includes  a  large  number  of  books  of  modern  fiction  it  has  satisfied 
the  need  of  the  reading  public  and  we  have  not  added  to  our  shelves 
much  fiction  which  is  unusable  after  one  or  two  years.

1906,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  give  in  their 
votes  on  one  ballot  to  the  precinct  officers  of  the  several  voting 
precincts  of  said  town,  for  the  following  town  officers,  to  wit:  Three 
Selectmen,  a  Town  Treasurer,  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  a  Highway 
Surveyor,  two  Auditors,  five  Constables  and  three  Fence  Viewers, 
all  for  the  term  of  one  year  ;  a  Town  Clerk  for  three  years ;  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years  ;  one  Assessor  for  three  years, 
one  Assessor  for  two  years  ;  one  Assessor  for  one  year ;  one  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner  for  three  years  and  one  Cemetery  Commissioner 
for  one  year  ;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years, 
one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for  two  years,  and  one  member 
of  the  School  Committee  for  one  year ;  and  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  three  years  ;  also  to  vote  by  ballot,  which  shall 
be  Yes  or  No,  in  answer  to  the  question,  "  Shall  licenses  be  granted 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?" 
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The  polls  will  be  open  at  6  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  may  be 
closed  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

And  you  are  further  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the 
inhabitants  of  said  Palmer,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to 
meet  at  the  Town  House  at  Four  Corners,  in  said  Palmer,  on 
Monday,  the  26th  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1906  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  :

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  the 
celebration  of  Memorial  Day. 

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
sewers. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
lighting  the  streets,  and  whether  it  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
make  contract  therefor. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  reference 
to  the  planting  and  preservation  of  shade  trees. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  care  and  improvement  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
sidewalks. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain  night  police 
in  the  several  villages,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
suits  and  claims  now  pending  against  the  town. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  necessary  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families,  and  the  families  of  the  slain,  and  entrust  the  same 
to  L.  L.  Merrick  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  under 
the  provisions  of  law. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
South  Main  street  in  the  Depot  Village  to  a  point  opposite  the  house 
of  Franklin  I.  Brown  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  locate  two  incandes- 
cent lights  north  of  the  Common  in  Palmer  Center  on  the  Ware 
road,  and  one  at  the  head  of  Central  street  in  the  Depot  Village.

To  see  if  the  tOWD  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  ash  side- 
walk on  the  northerly  side  of  the  highway  leading  from  Thorndike  to 
Three  Rivers,  beginning  at  a  point  near  the  Catholic;  church  in 
Thorndike  and  extending  to  the  French  Catholic  church  at  Three 
Rivers. 

Art.  82.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take,  if  any,  rela- 
tive to  the  claim  of  Hamilton  &  King  for  labor  and  materials  em- 
ployed and  furnished  and  for  expenses  paid  and  incurred  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  of  the  masonry  for  the  Burleigh  bridge. 

Art.  33.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  town  will  take  in 
reference  to  claims  for  labor,  teams,  and  material  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  masonary  for  the  Burleigh  bridge  as  follows  : 
James  M.  Allen,  $15  ;  F.  A.  Upham,  $2  ;  W.  F.  Fillmore,  $2,  and 
C.  T.  Brainerd,  $4.
